1 . RECENT DISCUSSIONS HELD AT DEPT WITH MEXICAN EISHERIES 
DELEGATION, HEADED BY AMBASSADOR CASTANEDA, CAST SERIOUS 
DOUBT ON MEXICAN PARTICIPATION IN MEETING IN SAN JOSE 
JUNE 28-30. WHILE EXPRESSING INTEREST ON IDEA OE REGIONAL 
LICENSING SCHEME, WHICH WOULD BE PRINCIPAL FOCUS OF SAN 
JOSE MEETING, MEXICO HAD SERIOUS RESERVATIONS ABOUT REACH- 
ING AGREEMENT ON THIS ISSUE WITHOUT AT THE SAME TIME AGREE- 
ING ON ALLOCATION FORMULA AND OTHER FEATURES OF NEW TUNA 
REGIME. MEXICO ALSO INDICATED IT WAS RELUCTANT TO EMBARK

2. ABSENCE OF MEXICO EROM SAN JOSE MEETING WOULD OBVIOUSLY 
SIGNIFICANTLY DETRACT FROM VALUE AND SIGNIEICANCE OE DIS- 
CUSSIONS. MEXICO DID NOT COMPLETELY CLOSE THE DOOR ON ITS 
PARTICIPATION IN SAN JOSE MEETING. IT WAS LEFT THAT MEXICO 
WOULD GET IN TOUCH WITH GOCR AND ATTEMPT TO JOINTLY AGREE 
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ON BEST COURSE OF ACTION. AS FOR THE U.S., WE ARE 
INTERESTED IN SOLUTION TO PROBLEM, ON A MULTILATERAL BASIS, 

AND ARE PREPARED TO PURSUE ESSENTIALLY ANY REASONABLE 
COURSE OF ACTION WHICH ADVANCES THAT END. WE REMAIN, OF 
COURSE, PREPARED TO PARTICIPATE IN SAN lOSE MEETING. AT 
THE SAME TIME, IT MUST BE RECOGNIZED THAT IF MEXICO WILL

SHOULD STRESS THAT MAIN INTEREST OE USG IS IN SOLUTION TO 
PROBLEM ON A MULTILATERAL BASIS, AND THAT WE ARE FLEXIBLE 
AS TO HOW TO PROCEED. OUR PREFERRED COURSE OF ACTION WOULD 
BE FOR GOCR TO PERSUADE MEXICO TO AGREE TO ORIGINAL 
SCENARIO AS ENVISAGED BY USG AND GOCR. IN ANY CASE, PLEASE 
INDICATE THAT WE HOPE GOCR CAN AGREE WITH MEXICO ON BEST 
APPROACH AND SUGGEST A COURSE OF ACTION TO US. EMBASSY
